Athletic Guid elines Listed fo r UCCC

the modification of a “ specific, 
written policy .” 
The com m ittee, formed last 
fall by Ulster President George 
B. Erbstein in the wak e of the 
UCCC 
bask etball 
scandal, 
re 
tu rned a v olu minou s docu m ent 
cov ering 
the 
school’s 
athletic 
history since 1 
Among the 
k ey recom m endations were the 


su ggestions that the school con­ 
tinu e to participate in the Mid- 
Hu dson Conference and that a 
su b eom m itee 
he 
established 
for the continu ing rev iew and 
ev alu ation of athletics at 
the 
college. 
Gordon L, 
Kidd, director of 
Instru ctional 
Resou rces 
and 
Library Serv ices at Ulster and 
the chairm an of the C om m it­ 
tee, stated that the pu rpose of 
the stu dy was not to condu ct 
an 
inv estigation 
on 
specific 
m atters bu t rather to help pro 
v ide gu idelines for the fu tu re 
of athletics at UCCC. 
Contained in the report are 
recom m endations that coaches 
at the college be directed to 
m ak e a greater effort to recru it 
Ulster Cou nty and 
contigu ou s 
cou nt\ 
stu dent athletes; that a 
concentrated effort be m ade to 
inform all stu dents, especially 


those from Ulster Cou nty , that 
there are a v ariety of financial 
aid program s av ailable to pov ­ 
erty -lev el, 
low income 
and 
middle-income families and stu ­ 
dents; and that the College As­ 
sociation's 
Board of Directors 
pay 
special 
attention 
to 
the 
schedu ling of athletic contests 
both

other. 
The Com mittee fu rther stated 
that it had fou nd "no ev idence 
that any coach ev er promised 
any potential stu dent athlete the 
receipt of any monies from any 
fu nds w hatsoev er."

Our point is that a bad situation ex­ 


ists, and has to some extent existed 


also in prev ious administrations. It is 


not enough to deplore this state of af­ 
fairs. 
Thought should be giv en to its 
causes, and to means of curbing the 
ambassador-contributor relationship. 
The light of publicity helps, but that 
does not suffice. 
Attention also must 
be paid to two relev ant factors. One is 
the common practice of passing ov er 
skilled career diplomats in fav or of 
businessmen and the like who may 
hav e little or no diplomatic experience. 
Another is a fact of life about am bas­ 
sadorships: in general they require a 
substantial outlay of personal funds for 
entertainment, since the gov ernment 
does not make sufficient prov ision for 
this. 
The remedies are implicit in these 
circumstances. 
C a r e e r 
diplomats 
should be sent as our ambassadors ex­ 
cept in rare instances. Embassy funds 
should be beefed up so that one need 
not be a rich man to meet the enter­ 
tainment costs of an ambasadorship. 
These steps would do much to solv e the 
problem.

Cover the crock with 
cheesecloth and let it sit at room temperature for three 
days. Then squeeze all the juice out of the flowers, throw 
them away and save the liquid. 
Pour the fluid into a big pot and add three pounds of 


brown sugar, three or four lemons (juice, skin, seeds and 
all. chopped up together) and three or four oranges 
(chopped up just like the lemons). 
Put a top on the pot and boil the mixture for 30 


minutes, cool it to lukewarm, pour the fluid into the 
(rock and add one and a half or two packages or table­ 
spoons of yeast. 


Cover the brew with cheesecloth and let it “ work” for 


two or three weeks until the bubbling stops. Filter 
through fresh cheesecloth and then bottle. Save your
